On the first of May an arder wenv 
out that no more milk would be 
sold in Warsaw; and no milk .was 
obtainable. It is all shipped to 
Germany as decreed. Bread is 
the only article of food that ap- 
pears in sufficient quantity. No 
outside help has been carrying or. 
in Warsaw except the Red Cross 
in co-operation with the German 
Red Cross.
